L e x i n g t o n , Mass. 
Fifty 
pounds of tiny copper “ needles” are 
starting to talk back to scientists 
who hurled them into space a few 
weeks ago. 
And the backtalk may mean a 
major breakthrough in world-wide 
radio communication. 


It began about two weeks ago 
when officials at Massachusetts Insti­ 
tute of Technology’s Lincoln Labora­ 
tory announced that radar contact 
had been made with some 400 million 
copper wires—dipoles, or needles— 
sent into orbit 2,000 miles above the 
Earth after release from a satellite. 
Scientists said that transconti­ 
nental radio communication has al­ 
ready been made for limited periods 
by reflection off the orbiting needles. 
All of the major experimental 
equipment prepared in advance for 
“ Project West Ford” now has been 


tested successfully off the whirling 
needles. 
The needles, finer than human 
hairs, are less than an inch long. 
Eventually they will ring the Earth 
in a polar orbit some 40,000 miles in 
circumference. 


It’s hoped they will provide a 
method of long-range satellile-relay 
radio communication which cannot 
be affected by weather or “ jam­ 
ming.” 
. .A. similar experiment was tried 
in October, 1961, after being suggest­ 
ed by Walter E. Morrow of Lincoln 
Lab in 1958. But the try failed when 
the package designed to disperse the 
needles failed to operate properly. 
The experiment is being conduct­ 
ed for the .Air Force, The ground 
stations involved are at Westford, 
Mass., and Camp Parks in Pleasan­ 
ton, Calif.

It 
wes approv ed by Atty . Gen. 
Clarence A. H. Mey er. 
“The tax increase prov id ed 
by LB9 applies to the inv en­ 
tory in the hand s of d istrib­ 
u tors at the time the act be­ 
comes effectiv e; and the tax 
is d u e on Ju ne 15, 1963,” the 
opinion said . 
The bill increasing the tax 
on beer from 4 to 6 cents a 
gallon and on liqu or from 
$1.20 to $1.60 per gallon was 
passed 39-0 by the Legislatu re 
Tu esd ay . It carried the emer­ 
gency clau se, meaning it will 
become law u pon the gov er­ 
nor’s signatu re.

Research is in progress at 
the C r e i g ht o n Univ ersity 
School of Med icine which we 
hope will improv e ou r u nd er­ 
stand ing of some problems of 
biology and med icine. In ou r 
special area we are u sing the 
electron microscope and other 
techniqu es. 
An ex ample is a program, 
su pported by the Hartford 
F o u n d a t i o n , in the De­ 
partment of Su rgery . The ef­ 
fects of cholesterol u pon the 
lining of the arteries of the 
heart are being stu d ied , to­ 
gether with the effects of v ar­ 
iou s d ru gs meant to allev iate 
this cond ition. This program 
is being cond u cted by Dr. 
John M. McKain, associate 
professor of su rgery , and my ­ 
self. 
In cooperation with Dr. B. 
J. Koszewski of the Depart­ 
ment of Hematology , a stu d y 
is being mad e of the stru c­ 
tu re of the white blood cells 
of persons with a rare blood 
d isease. 
Stu d y of Embry os 
Another grant, this one 
from the Nebraska Heart As­ 
sociation, is su pporting 
re­ 
search on some aspects of the 
e m b r y o n i c d ev elopment 
of the heart. We are also u s­ 
ing ou r electron microscope 
in a broad program d esigned 
to ex plore some fimd amental 
problems of embry onic d ev el­ 
opment. Some qu estions f o r 
which we seek answers are 
these: 
All of the cells of the bod y 
are not alike, y et all d ev elop 
from a single cell -— the fer­ 
tilized ov u m. How d o the d if­ 
ferences arise? 
At one point In d ev elop­ 
ment, an organ — for ex am­ 
ple, the thy roid gland — is 
not 
fu nctional. Bu t, 
at 
a 
slightly old er stage it be­ 
comes fu nctional and pro­ 
d u ces a hormone which is es­ 
sential to bod ily welfare. How 
d o the cells which compose 
the non-fu nctional and fu nc­ 
tional organs d iffer? 
As ou r laboratory matu res 
and ou r problems receiv e so­ 
lu tions, and new ones arise, it 
is ou r hope that the knowl­ 
ed ge which may come into 
being will be an ad v ance to­ 
ward o u r ev entu al u nd er­ 
stand ing of the basic qu es­ 
tion; 
What is Life? 
Ex tra-Sensory 
One basic instru ment being 
u sed to d iscov er the answer 
is the electron microscope. 
We are all aware, to some 
ex tent, of the limitations im­ 
posed u pon ou r ability to per­ 
ceiv e the ev ents which occu r 
arou nd u s. This is becau se of 
the limited capacity of o u r 
sensory apparatu s to respond 
to these ev ents. Thu s, we are 
able to hear only those sou nd s 
which lie between the lowest 
tone of the organ and the u p­ 
per register of the v iolin, to 
see only those electromagnet­ 
ic v ibrations which lie with 
in the confines of the spec 
tru m bou nd ed by v iolet at 
one end and d eep red at the 
other, and so on. 
The whole of ou r env iron­ 
ment, howev er, encompasses 
many ev ents which lie either 
abov e or below ou r percep­ 
tion — they are ex tra-sensory . 
Some are too fast or too slow, 
too hot or too cold , too large 
or too small, too painfu l or 
too gentle, or so little d iffer- 


Dr. William E. Dossel is as­ 
sociate professor of anatomy at 
the Creighton Univ ersity School 
of Med icine in Omaha. 
He receiv ed his A.B. Degree 
at Illinois College, his M.S. at 
Marqu ette Univ ersity and his 
Ph.D. at Johns Hopkins Uni­ 
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ogy and electron microscopy . 
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So, it is not su rprising that 
the stu d y of this v ery small 
entity has absorbed the inter­ 
est of biologists for as many 
y ears as its ex istence ha s 
been known. 
Light Microscopes 
Also, it is not su rprising 
that the most u sefu l instru ­ 
ment in this stu d y has been 
the microscope becau se it is 
the fu nction of the microscope 
to make the inv isibly small, 
large enou gh to be seen and | 
ex amined . 
The 
ord inary 
microscope 
consists of a series of lenses, 
some 
gears 
and 
su pports 
which serv e to mou nt the 
lenses and to focu s them. It 
also has a stage u pon which 
the object to be ex amined is 
placed . Another lens is u sed 
to focu s the light u sed for ü -i 
lu mination of the su bject. 
| 
There are many kind s of | 
microscopes, some of which 
hav e highly specific pu rposes, | 
in ad d ition to the ord inary 
j 
kind u sed by the stu d ent, the ^ 
phy sician and the laboratory s. | 
Trou bles With Light 
Howev er, most of t he m 
hav e one thing in common— 
the u se of v isible light as the 
means of illu minating the ex ­ 
amined object. 
The d ifficu lty presented by | 
this point is cau sed by the v i­ 
bratory natu re of light. When 
the wav e length of this v i­ 
bration and the size of the ob­ 
jects to be ex amined reach 
the same magnitu d e, the ob­ 
ject can no longer be seen 
clearly and increased magni­ 
fication is u seless. 
This d ifficu lty was foreseen 
many y ears ago. Prior to 
World War II in Germany , in 
Canad a and in the U n i t e d 
States research was begu n to 
prov id e another sou rce of il-j 
lu mination. This sou rce wou ld 
be of su ch short wav e length! 
that 
objects 
of

small size cou ld be enormou s­ 
ly 
magnified 
and

seen. 
Electron Microscope 
Ultimately , a microscope 
was d ev eloped which u tilized ' 
a beam of electrons as a 
sou rce of illu mination. 
The stru ctu re of this micro­ 
scope is entirely u nlike t'h e 
l i g ht microscope b'ecau se 
glass lenses cannot focu s the 
electron beam. Hence, t h e | 
“lenses” are magnetic field s, | 
formed and shaped by coils | 
of wire, and cu riou sly fash- 


ent from the familiar as to 
be ind istingu ishable from it. 
Better Instru ments 
If this is annoy ing to the 
non-scientist, it is a sou rce of 
intense fru stration to the sci­ 
entist, for nearly ev ery thing 
he seeks to stu d y lies bey ond 
the capacity of his 
natu ral 
sensory end owment. 
The 
progress of 
m a n y 
branches of science has d e­ 
pend ed , therefore, u pon the 
progress of d ev elopment of in­ 
stru ments which either ex ­ 
tend the range of ou r percep­ 
tion or which hav e the capac­ 
ity to 
conv ert ex tra-sensory 
phenomena to a form which 
ou r u naid ed senses can ap­ 
preciate. 
Consid er the biologist in 
this contex t. By d efinition he 
is concerned with the prob­ 
lem of u nd erstand ing the na­ 
tu re of the liv ing ^rgamsm^ 
stru ctu res of v ery pu re 
It IS not especiaUy d ifficu lt to, 
see that an animal ex hibits Enormou sly 
c om pl i c a t ­ 
ed 
electronic circu its 
a re 
the characteristics of life. It 
breathes, eats, mov es, grows 
larger, reprod u ces itself and 
r e a c t s to env ironmental 
change. 
Parts of WTiole 
Bu t these phenomena are 
only manifestations of m o r e 
su btle ev ents which occu r at 
a lev el below that of ou r per­ 
ception. Instru mentation 
is 
need ed to amplify them to the 
point where ou r limited sen­ 
sory equ ipment can n o t i c e 
and ev alu ate them. 
WTiat we u su ally think of 
as “life,” that is — a whole, 
breathing, eating, breed ing, 
mov ing, sleeping, d rinking, 
emotional animal — is actu ­ 
ally the resu lt of the su m of 
the activ ities of its tiniest u l­ 
timate Uv ing parts — the 
cells.

To consid er a familiar ob­ 
ject magnified 200,000 times 
— the magnification possible | 
with an electron microscope 
— imagine a qu arter as more 
than 3 miles in d iameter. 
Intimate View 
In brief, the electron micro­ 
scope is an ex tremely power­ 
fu l tool which, properly u sed , 
prov id es the biological 
sci-j 
entist an ex tremely intimate 
v iew of cellu lar stru ctu re. 
Howev er, ju st as a h o u s e 
cannot be efficiently 
con­ 
stru cted with a single tool, 
so d oes the scientist d epend 
u pon the u se of other tools 
in erecting 
his 
id eological 
stru ctu re. The tools of biophy ­ 
sics and biochemistry prov id e 
means for d isassembling the 
cell, weighing and analy zing 
its parts and ev en cau sing the 
parts to fu nction in isolation 
as they wou ld in the intact | 
eeU. 
Using all these method s we 
are now aware in great d e­ 
tail of how the infinitesimal 
su bu nits of cellu lar stru ctu re 
fu nction.
